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SPEAKER BARRETT: An y o t h e r d i sc u s s i o n '? S enator Lamb, woul d y o u
care to make a summarising statement?

SENATOR LAMB: Very briefly, Mr. P resident, this bill i s
scheduled to go into effect, while the implementation date would
start August of 1989, in order to give the Department of Mo t o r
Vehicles time to write the necessary rules and regulationsand
in the next year or two we very well may have amendments to the
bill if and w hen w e find t hat there are problems with the
current version. And we certainly wil l b e amen a b le t o
suggestions from anyone in that regard. This is the best effort
that we have at this point. We think it's a very good effort.
As I mentioned before, staff in my office has spent much time on
the bill, trying to make as good a bill as possible. We ar e
trying to m eet the federal standards, but keep ther egula t i o n s
to a minimum in this state because we do not want to cripple the
industry to any extent at all So with that, Mr. President, I
would ask that the bill be advanced.

S PEAKER BARRETT: T h a n k y o u . The question is the advancement of
this Transportation Committee priority bill to E & R. T hose i n
favor vo te a y e , o p p osed nay. Voting on the advancement o f t he
bill. Record, please.
